Reinsert corner piece into cab 
rail until it "clicks" and locks 
into place. 




Off the truck bed, connect 
the end rails to the two 
side rails utilizing the 
: ClickLock™ clips. 
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Place the rail assembly over the side of the truck box. Center 
rails evenly between cab and tailgate. (NOTE: Some applications 

have hard rubber risers (square rubber pact] A riser must go toward tailgate. 
Some applications will have a riser at both ends, (most have no riser). 



For an OVER-THE-RAIL Bedliner 






For each clamp mark on your bedliner a 1-1/2" x 3" 
hole as shown above. Remove clamp. Cut holes in 
bedliner. Reinsert side rail clamp. Return to step 6. 



Side rail clamped to bed with bow 
attached. 




Note: For over-the-rail bed liners first 
refer to Diagrams A and B above. 




Clamp Spacing (Same for each side) 

See the stickers located on each side rail for clamp 
position, or refer to the dimensions given below. 
Note: Remove stickers after installation. 



Insert side rail 
clamp all the 
way into rail. 




SHORTBED (3 damps) LONGBED (4 damps) FORD FLARESIDE (3 damps) 




Attach "U" clamp to side rail clamp 
with alien bolt. Insert side rail clamp 
all the way into rail.

Insert bow onto top or bottom peg. 

(Top peg for performance, Bottom for good looks.)
